THAT THE GENERAL cruude of the Catholic Church in America against 
'I Sodslism snd the Socialists—a cnissde, in which the Gennsn clergy especially 
I participates with great teal—it directed or at least encouraged by the Vatican 
t| iu Rome, admits of no doubt. This hss occasioned surprise with some. After 
j realising such painful experiences from taking part in the social movement of the 
Middle Ages and the French Revolution, the Catholic Church of late had be- 
. come exceedingly yautious in these mattcra It was wont to maintain a cer¬ 
tain reserve in regard to the social questions of the nineteenth century. Some 
of its distinguished members, for instance Bishop Ketteler of Mains snd Arch¬ 
bishop Dupaoloup, even displayed decided friendliness towards the working¬ 
man and favored social reform tendencies. People are wondering whence 
this change. 

But it is not difficult to guess what reasons induced shrewd Leo XIII, who 
had himself coquetted with Socialism quite openly in his encyclical Rerum No- 
varum in tSqi, to completely change his position snd declsrt stem war on the 
Socisliata We shall not go wrong if we ascribe this to the influence of the 
Gennsn bishopa They in turn have an understanding with Kaiser Wilhelm II, 

I according to which they support him in bis fight against the Social Democracy, 

I and for this are guaranteed certain advantages. The admission of the Jesuits 
: into Germany it only one of these. We again say that while the Catholic 
I Church was of old a rock of reaction, yet just in the last thirty years it has 
: been so cautious towards the labor movement, that we believe we are right in 
I suspecting the influence of the German bishops. 

This seems all the more probable, because the German Social Democrats 
have lately begun to make gains from the Centre, the Roman Catholic Party 
in Germany. The ranks of the Centre arc now deeply and hopelessly divided 
on social and economic questions—questions between the interests of the high 
, nobility and the peasants, the manufacturers and factory workers, etc., which 
, more and more divide and split the Catholic party, and the Roman Catholic 
Church perceived that sooner or later it must take a decided stand. It de- 
; cided to stand for the capitalistic interesta 

I And moreover this is the case not only m Germany and America. The 
; Vatican now wages war everywhere against all movements which are aimed 
, against the capitalistic system of exploitation. The Cardinal Secretary re¬ 
cently issued a decree similar to Bishop Quigley’s against the "Christian Demo¬ 
crats” of Italy. In this case there was no occasion to ubraid these people be¬ 
cause of unbelief and hostility to the church, for on the contrary they are of the 
most pious type. But this is uo longer sufficient. They must also politically and 
entirely place themselves under the guardianship of the church. 

Of incomparably greater weight and importace than the Italian business ia 
the open and general encroachment of the Catholic Church into American poli- 
. tica In this country there are no Catholic and Anti-Catholic parties. The 

A. P. A. v;as a poor and bigotted attempt to call into life an Anti-Catholic 

movement against the growing power of the Catholic Chnrch, and having a 
religious and fanatical basis it necessarily failed in the XIX century. How¬ 
ever, the interference of the Roman Catholic Church in the interest of capital¬ 
ism, furnishes the basis for an Anti-Romish movement upon an economic basis 

within the church itself. The Church to this day is considered holy by the 
Catholic workingmen: "The gates of Hell shall not prevail against her.” But 
as soon as the Catholic Church has everywhere identified itself with the Bell 
of capitalism, with exploitation and oppreasion, the Catholic workingman in 
America wrill take the same stand towards the holiness of the Catholic Church 
as have the Catholic workingmen in France and Belgium. 

In short: Since the Vatican has now resolved on war against Sodaliam, 
for better or worse, we must accept the challenge. Like the prophet Joshua 
of old, the pope wants to put the sun to a test: "Stand thou atiUl'* Good! 
Let UB await the outcome of the miracle. Henceforth it ^0 be either day 
everyw'here or everywhere night. The battle may thus decide— whether all 
civilised humanity shall be free in ^ .

Major W. W. Williamson 
of the national guard of Georgia, 
called on Secy. Root at the War of¬ 
fice last week to get some informa¬ 
tion as lo what could he done in tlic 
event of labor troubles. Georgia is 
getting into the soutliern factory 
belt, with its child labor exploita¬ 
tion and the conflicts -that that sort 
of damnation provokes on the part 
of the organizes! workers. Recent¬ 
ly Congress quietly passed a miser¬ 
able military law by which addition¬ 
al troops to the numbor of a hundred 
thousand can be maintained under 
the sole eontrol of the president, and 
quartered in any state he chooses to 
put them, and Major Williamson 
wanted to find out to what' uses this 
new force could be nut in strength¬ 
ening the labor-crushing purposes 
of the' state troops--with their 
Gatling guns and riot cartridges.

What We Social Democrats Are Aft«r 

(Adopted by the Socialist Party in National (^BTention at ladiameMiu w. 

July 3x, 1901.) ML 

The Socialist perty, in national conrentioa assembled, reaffiiot Mb 
ence to the principles of Interiutional Socialiia, and declares iU aba^ 
organics'ttion of the workine ciass, and those la fymnatbv with t iMs a 
party, with the obje':t of conquering the powers of goremment' 
for the purpoee of transforming the present system of privsto owasS^J? 
meonc of production and distribution into collective ownerdilp Iwtlii mSm 
people. **“• 

Formerly the tools of production were limple and owned by the 
workei. Today the machine, which is bnt an improved and mote dmUteaelS 
of production, is owned by the capitalists and not by the worlma 
ship enables the capitalists to control the product and keep the worksn 
ent upon them. 

Private ownership of the means of production and diitributioa la rtAMk 
for the rver>increacing uncertainty of livelihood and the poverty and «4 g^ 
the wcrk^£ class, and it divides society into two hostile rlsieoi tlu mWaiJ. 
and wagf-*vorkers. The once powerful middle class is rapidly diaappeuktktS! 
mill of competition. The struggle is now between the capitalist elaaoadS 
v erkiug class. The pcssessicn of the means of livelhood ^vm to tho cipilalS 
the ccn'.rcl of the government, the press, the pulpit and the achoola, rTm 
He*' them, to reduce the workingmen to a state of intellectual, pkysieal and Ndil 
infcrioiity, political subservience and virtual slavery. 

The economic interests of the capitalis*. clast dominaU our t ot h e nckb 
system; the lives of the working class are reckleosly Mcrificod for profit, winj 
«nre fomented between natioos, indiscriminate slaughter it eocotaagsd and 
destruction of whole races is sanctioned in order that the capitolkts nay o-l 
tend their commercial dominion abroad and enhance their npremacy at boas. 

But the same economic causes which developed capitoliom on tg 

Socialisn). which will abolish both the capitalist class and the chui «| wago< 
workers. And the active force in bringing about this new and highs otdar id 
society is the w'oiki^g clacs. All other classes, despite their appomt or | 
corflicts, ate alike interested in the upholding of the tystem of prtvats owmin 
ship ct the instruments of wealth production. The Demoaatie, Ae^Mka, th^ 
bourgeois public ownership parties, and all other parties which do not staal fic 
the complete overthrow cf the capitalist system of production, are alike poUtkil 
representatives of the capitalist class. 

The workers can roost effectively act as a clau in their straggle agaiait thai 
collective powers of capitalism by constituting tbemaelrei iota a peUtkat 
p:iriy, distinct ftom and opposed to all parties formed by the propertied cUssm. 

While we declare that the development of economic conditim tends ts the 
overthrow of the ;apitalist system, we recognize that the time and sf tha 

trarsitioD to Socialism also depends upon the stage of development reached by 
the proletariat. We, therefore, consider it of the utmost ixnportanes for tW 
Sociplirt partv to support all active efforts of the working clsu to better its 
condition and tc elect Socialists to political offices, in order to fadUtats tbs at* 
tamment of this end. ^ 

As such means we advocate: 

The collective owcer:;hip of all means of transportation and commuska* 
tion and all other public utilities as well as of sU industries controlled by 
monopolies, trusts and combines. No part of the revenue of such iadnstrisi U 
be applied to the reduction of taxes on property of the capitalist class, but ts be 
applied wholly to the increase of wages and shortming of the bouii of Ubec 
of the employes, -to tiie improvement of the service and dimiaishfag the rated ts 
thf conrumcTS. 

а. The pregre^five reduction of the hours cf labor and the increoae of wages 

in order to decrease the share of the capitalist and increase the shore Of the 
worker in the product of labor. ' 

3. State cr national insurance of working people in case of ooeddosts, lodt el 
en.ploymen;, sickness and want in old age; the fmds for this purpose to befn* 
nished by the geverrment sad to be administered under the control of the work¬ 
ing class. 

4. The inauguration of a system of public indastriea, public ersdlt to bs Bsod

But in advocating these measures as steps in the overthrow of ^ca pitall y 
and the establishment cf the co-operative commonwealth, we warn the wirfiiij 
class against the so-called public ovrnerahip movements os an attenipt of Uis 
capitalist class to secure governmental control of public utHitias for tw 
of obtaining greater security in the exploitation ot other iodnstnet and not ^ 
the amelioration of the conditions of the working clast.

Large Indoatrlal eatabHahmepte are 
being forced to a knowledge that It la 
to Ibelr mutual advantage to better the 
condition of their employees. Theae 
welfare movements are not done as 
charity, but becauae It la Just and 
right. In order-to carry oat such a 
work, however, they mnat have *'the 
man who kDow*s.** 

William H. Lever, the proprietor of 
the great industrial plant at Port Hnn- 
light, Eofilaod, considers that be la not 
morally entitled to the entire profits of 
hia bualness. Rome of them, he thinks, 
belong to the workmen. Hla method of 
abating hla proeperity la expressed In 
the creation of the village of Sunlight, 
conaiating of 600 booses and the beaoU* 
foi groups of buildings devoted to edn* 
cation and recreation. 

Mr. Lever's first idea was to provide 
better houses for hla workingmen. He 
built houses containing parlor, kitchen, 
pantry, four bedrooms and a bath for a 
rent of 72 cents a week. Tbia rent cot* 
era the cost of taxes, repairs and mals^ 
tenaoee and ia abont half the ordinary 
rental for a workingman's cottage la 
England. 

All the booses are detached and are 
made in quaint and attractive forme of 
architecture. The scboolbouse. a great 
building of cream ateme. smacks of the 
ecclesiastical In Ita architecture. A 
thoroughly practical education la given 
here, from kindergarten, through do* 
mestlc adeoce. manual training and 
the ordinary braiK'hes up to scholar- 
sbipa fouxMW by Mr. I^ever which ad* 
mlt the winner to a uolverslty edocm* 
tSoo. 

The village Inn is s handsome build* 
ing. Inclosing club and smoking rooms 
and other conveniences, bat 00 liquor 
is sold In the village. 

There la a summer theater where the j 
families may see playa In the open air ; 
IB summer. There are allotment gar¬ 
dens, rented at 11.25 a year, for rais¬ 
ing flowers and vegetables, and annual 
■hows, with prises, which arouse'com¬ 
petition. 

The village (‘runmunlty bnllt up by 
the Cadbnrys near Birmingham Is an¬ 
other example. Ur. Cadbury has beeu 
apeclally mindful of means for recrea¬ 
tion. There are fine swimming pools 
for both the men and women employ-
